ME NEEDED

Legislation Is the Only

Remedy.

regulation!? traffic

Inadequate Supply Urges That Im- -

mediate Precautions ba

Taken.

TIib following communication to the
Hawaii Herald will be appreciated by
.i'l Interested In the-- Increase of the
Inland llsh supply:

Editor Herald Dear Sir: I under-
stand that It Is the Intention of the
u'Vernment In Honolulu at no distant
date to undcrtako the Importation of
some of the food fishes of the United
States with a view to their psrmnnent
introduction Into Hawaiian waters.
That the Ilawullaii llsherleH will bo
greatly benulltted by such a course Is
not to be doubted.

Hawaii Is rortunate In ulready pos-

sessing a great many species of llsh
among which are a number which ate
toothsome enough to tempt the appetite
of the most epicurean. Such are the
mullet, the Icuwela and others, which
are good 'enough for any land and any
people. But the population of the Is-

lands hns increased rapidly of late
years, and it is likely to Increase still
more rapidly in the years to come. The
price of meal nnd other food supplies,
ns every househo.der knows, has risen
greatly, nnd each year must witness
the inpldly Increasing Importance of
the Hawaiian Fisheries.

Important everywhere as an article
of food, llbh are doubly important In
tropical and subtropical countries,
where they should constitute a large
and important part of the diet. Un-
fortunately In Hawaii fish, because of
their high price, are a luxury for the
rich, rather than the daily diet of the
poor, nnd so they must continue to be
unless more elllclont methods of deep
sea fishing are introduced, or the num-
ber of Inshore species can be multiplied.

Any means, therefore, tending to in
crease the productiveness of the fish-
eries, nnd to reduce the price of llsh,
should bo welcomed by every intelli-
gent citizen of Hawaii.

It Is to be hoped, therefore, that the
experiment of the Importation of food
Ilshcs from abroad may soon be tried
and upon a scale and with such cure
as to leave no chances of falluie.

No one who knows anything of the
United States Fish Commission, of it'i
splilt and of its methods of work, can
doubt for a moment that It will lend Its
hearty to such a scheme,
and do everything in Its power to insure
the selection of the most suitable llsh
for Hawaiian waters and their proper
shlament to the Islands.

Important as Is the introduction of
new loou nsue.i,)iuo uawuiuui waters,
there is ai matter w hlcli is of oven
grcuter Importance. I allude to the
preset vation of the food fish already
here. No one who visits Hllo beach can
fall to be struck by the wasteful meth
ods of the local fishermen. In the first
place the nets used nre of small mesh
ana catch large numbers of llsh whose
size should tuuu them as food. Yet
such of these as are two or three Inches
long nre gathered up and sold for what
they will fetch. The rubbish In the net
is then dumped upon the sand and all
the small fry entangled In it arc left
to rot upon the beach. It needs but a
brief examination of this refuse to re-
veal hundreds o'f minnows the young
of several species of food llsh which If
returned to the water would In tlmp
grow to be big fsh. In addition to the
young foGu llsh, there nre hundreds of
small shrimps, crabs and young llshca
of species not much used for food, but
constituting the food of larger and val-
uable llsh. These little llsh und the
minute shrimps am) crabs, though not
directly available for the table, are in
their way almost as Important econom-
ically as the food llsh themselves since,
except for their pretence the large llsh
would not visit the buys and shallow
waters nt all. Such small fry constitute
their natural pioy, and to destroy them
1 to drive away the large llsh.

Am a mutter of fact the Hllo fisheries,
are rapidly and systematically being
destroyed by the very llshermcn who
should most carefully guard them. Too
ignorant to realize the effect of their
acts, or too Indifferent to care, the fish-
ermen me being permitted to rob the
llllo Ilsheiy of Its future; and from
whnt I can learn, milch the same state
of things exists upon the other Islands.

Au the law stands at present, the
young of but two kinds of Hawaiian
llsh ure protected, the mullet nnd the
uwa. Roth of these tire tlver and pond
Uh!i, at toast in spawning time, unci the
tabu of their young hns probably come
down from very ancient times. By the
pivsent law it is unlawful to capture
any of these Hull under four Inches
long, but It is doubtful if sefious atten-
tion Is paid to the prohibition. Huttly
such oxtraordlnnilly defective IWhlnis
luvx should not us permitted to stand
as they are longer than the next

Hearing of the Habeas Corpus Case

day yesterday the habeas
ALL case which Yap Keau is

bringing In the United States DIs-trl- ct

Court to secure her admission to
this Territory was on trial before Judge
Estee. Hut from the evidence adduced
It does not look particularly favorable
for Yap Keau. She Is a handsome lit-

tle Chinese maiden and she Bays that
she has a right to enter the Territory
as she was born here, but this Collector
Btackablc denies and he alleges that
she has no right to enter at all.

Yap Kcau's putative father Yap Fook
was on the stand for a good portion of
the day and he stated that the girl was
born in Honolulu and'went to China
with her mother ten years ago remain-
ing thero until her mother died which
wns something less than a year ago.
Then he sent for her and Ynp Leong
her uncle with whom she had been liv-

ing In China sent her on to the Islands
under the care of a man named Ngce.
When she nrrlvcd here she was at,oncc
taken to Quarantine Island and has
been compelled to remain there for Co-
llector Btackablc did not believe the
htory of her birth In Honolulu and said
she must go back to China on the next
steamer.

Yap Keau herpclf. In nil the glory of
silken apparels little white shoes and a
gorgeous fun, sat on the stand for a
long hour and her attorney, Judge Da-

vidson and District Attorney Batrd
piled her with questions. She was not
very clear on many points but of a few
things she was absolutely certain, that
she was born In Honolulu and went to
China when she was six years of age
and that she Is at prcBent sixteen.
These facts were llrmly fixed in her
memory and she let them fall at every
other moment no matter whether they
were relevant or not.

At the conclusion of her testimony
Judge Kstce adjourned the case until
Monday morning.
